A LULL IN THE CBKTAN TKOUBLE 


Decrease of Excitement in Greece. 


Three Ways Oat of the 


Ditlicnlty. 


ATIIESS, March 12.—Tbe Cretan quea- 


tion is paoaiog through a period of 
quiescence, a lull having followed the 
reply ol the Greeka to the powers, and 
everybody eeeme to bo wondering where 
and when the storm will break out 
' afresh. In spite of the repeated aasor- 
tions made in different capitals ;ol Eu- 
rope, that the powera are acting in con- 
cert, it ia remarked here that if thie was 
the case, the threatened coercion ol 
Greece would have been an accomplished 
fact long before this. 


There seems to be but three ways out 


ol the proEent dilliculty. The roost pop- 
ular ia that the powers must accept the 
offer of Greece to withdraw her lleet 
from Cretan waters aud allow her army 
of occupation to remain nominally un- 
der the control of a foreign officer out- 
ranking Colonel Vassos, to be used for 
the pacification ol the island, and when 
that is accomplished a plebiscite ehall 
decide whether the Cretans prefer an- 
nexation to autonomy. 


Tho second suggested solution 19 the 


coercion, real or seeming, of Greece by 
the blockade of the UreeE coasts as well 
as the island ol Crete. This would be 
o dangerous and difficult task. In the

There is no 
doubt that tho decrease In excitement 
hero tends to present matters In a 
brighter light, for popular clamor had a 
deal to do witli tho defiant position as- 
sumed by the Greek government. But 
there la no cessation ol military prep- 
arations cither hero or at Palonica. On 
both frontiers troops have 
occupied 


strategic positions and reinforcements 
are being pushed forward night and 
day. The armed peasants on both aides 
are the most dangerous factors on the 
frontiere. 
An outbreak there may oc- 


cur at any moment and then it may be 
beyond human power to stem tho tide 
of war which haa been rising lor a long 
time past. 
The firing upon insurgents by foreign 


warships and the later conflicts between 
the foreign marines and the insurgents 
have had a very bad effect among the 
people, irritating them to a great de. 
ereo against everything in the shape ol 
foreign intervention in the affairs of 
Greece. The calmer minds are counsel- 
ing prudence, but the situation is almost 
SB grave OB it could he, and Greece is 
prepared to make the greatest sacrifice 
if driven to desperation.

There is nothing to show that 
it waa given tho name of Franklin until 
1824 when a plato engraved by Ryder 
and published in 1782, as "The Politi- 
cian, "wia rolettorod and issued with 
tho name of Fnmklin.

George lloeder anil Henry Sturr, two 


residents of tho foothills in thu vicinity 
o( Thermal postolllce, about twonty-flve 
milee northeast oi this city, had an al- 
tercation tout ovenini; about 5 o'clock, 
which resulted in a shooting nirray. 
Sturr einptiud Inn pistol at his neighbor, 
but succeeded only in wounding him in 
tho IOK- Tho wound ie nnf. furious. 


Hoedor was brought down to tho 


county hospital last night by Neil Ken- 
yon, a son of Professor Ford Kenvon, 
who lives near the scene of the shooting. 
It seems that a fond has existed for sev- 
eral months between Kocdor, who ie a 
bachelor, and tho Stiirr family. Tho 
rond leading to the homo of the Sturrs 
passes that of Roiidor, and frequently 
when any of tho former drove by quar- 
rels ensued. Just what originated the 
trouble hae not been learned. 


According to tho statement of llooder, 


made at tho hospital last night, Sturr 
was lying in wait for him when the 
shooting occurred, ttoednr saya he and 
a wood hauler named James H&ines 
wore out looking at some wood, which 
the latter was intending to purchase 
from him. They were walking along a 
trail when Sturr stepped out from be- 
hind a bush and began abusing Homier, 
charging him with having thrown a rock 
and broken the horn of one of me 
(Sturr's) cows a lew days before. Hoedor 
denied tbe charge, and hot words fol- 
lowed. 
Then Stnrr whipped out a revolver, 


but Koeder caught it by the muzzle. It 
was jerked from his grasp, however, 
and Sturr fired, at tho same time, Tho 
bullet grazed Hoeder's wrist. Roedor 
wae unarmed and did not even have a 
pocket knife with him. 
Upon the firing 


ol the Ilret ebot he turned and ran. 
Sturr emptied the pistol at him. One of 
the bullets entered Boeder's ripht leg 
just above the knee and ranged upward, 
coming out on the other side of the 
thigh noviswl inched above. 


Koedor did not atop in his flight until 


he reached the home of Professor^ Ken-
